•ration of Donald MoLood, gsnoral 
••crotary of the McGill Y. M. C. A., 
for the following article: 

Three generations of students have 
passed through McGill, and the fourth 
has just begun, .since Strathcona Hall, 
the present home of the McGill Young 
Men's Christian Association was open- 
ed. Just a matter of about twelve 
and a half years. Not a long period 
In the history jjf an Institution, It Is 
true, yet sufficiently long for the 
name "Strathcona Hall" to have be- 
come a byword with McGill students, 
and for the Institution itself to have 
become so well established in College 
life, that It Is now considered an In- 
tegral part of the University in gen- 
eral. 

Perhaps it would be a healthy moral 
exercise for the present generation of 
students to pause for u moment, and 
try to Imagine our University life 
without such institutions as the 
Union" and "Strathpona Hall"; with- 
out an organization like "The Stu- 
dents' Council"; without "The Daily," 
and the new Stadium, etc., and all 
that these things mean. The picture 
would seem rather colorless; would It 
not? Yet the men who made McGill 
had none of these aocossorles to stu- 
dent life, but fully realizing the need 
for them, they set to work with a 
will to establish them, with the rer 
suit that we to-day are calmly enjoy- 
ing the privileges of which they only 
dreamed. A little reflection along 
those lines should make us more ap- 
preciative of the many advantages 
which are ours to-day, and less criti- 
cal If the details in the carrying on 
of these institutions and activities do 
not always seem perfect. We came 
up to McGill and found all these things 
ready waiting for us, and somehow 
we took it for granted that they were 
always here. We are in danger of for- 
getting the lasting debt of gratitude 
we owe to the men of splendid spirit 
who have gone before, and there Is 
great need thât we be brought to a 
keener sense of that Indebtedness, and 
to realize our duty In honorably dis 
charging the same. 

Obligations to the past. 

The question, then, naturally arises 
how we may best go about the dis- 
charging of our obligations to the past, 
because of these institutions that have 
been handed down to us. And while 
this article deals specifically with the 
place Strathcona Hall holds In Col- 
lege life, and its claims upon the gen- 
eral support of the student body, It 
also makes a strong plea for the 
same loyal support on behalf of the 
other organizations and institutions 
without which College life would bo 
dull Indeed. The question will/be an- 
swered In terms of Strathcona Hall, 
but the sentiments expressed, and the 
earnestness of purpose behind them 
axe equally applicable, to the other 
Institutions mentioned which play 
such an Important part in our College 
life. 

'* Take Advantage of Privileges. 

One way in -which we may help to 
discharge our obligation and express 
our appreciation to the past for an 
Institution like, Strathcona Hall, Is by 
taking full advantage of the privi- 
leges offered us by It. That may 
seem an easy way, but, it la by no 
means the least Important, nor the 
least appreciated way of helping.. No- 
thing would so gladden the hearts of 
the men who made Strathcona Hall 
possible, and who are still interested 
In It, than to know that Its privileges

MEDS. DOWNED 
SCIENCE IN 
FINAL GAME 



Greater Weight of Medicine Re- 
sulted in Torn Science Line. 

FINAL SCORE WAS 15—3. 

Stadium the Scene of Most Impor- 
tant Event Since Outbreak 
• of the War. 



The final game for the Inter-facul- 
ty football championship was played 
off last Saturday on the McGill Sta- 
dium. For the second time in as many 
years Medicine succeeded In carrying 
off the laurels, and they proved that, 
In football at least, they are the best 
faculty in college at the present time. 
There were a large number of specta- 
tors present, as the C.O.T.C. par- 
aded with their band, and also a good- 
ly number of the fair sex from the 
R. V. C. graced the stands with their 
smiling faces. 

As was expected, the game started 
out at a fast pace, but slowed up 
somewhat owing to the amount of In- 
terference being 'Indulged In by the 
players. The officials were strict, 
and made both teams play football all 
the way through. 

As the C.O.T.C. were late In ar- 
riving, the teams decided to start 
without them. To start the ball roll- 
ing, Tuohy kicked off for Medicine, 
and Fox ran the ball back several 
yards. Science failed to gain their 
yards, and on their third down. Fox 
attempted to kick, but the Medicine 
wings succeeded in blocldrig it. Medi- 
cine had possession of the ball on 
Science's thirty yard line, und on 
their second down, Tuohy kicked for 
a point." Medicine appeared to be 
very fast, their wings breaking through 
the lighter . Science . team at will. 
Science attempted to force their way 
down the field, but lost the hall on 
Interference. On Medicine's first down 
Pitts broke away for a nice run, "but 
was off-side. Science again lost the 
ball, due to interference, and on their 
second down Tuohy, kicked, but Fox 
ran It back several yards. On their 
third down Fox kicked for Science, and 
while attempting to tackle Parke, was 
hurt, but resumed play. On Medi- 
cine's third down, Upham kicked for 
another point, * making It 2 — 0 for 
Medicine. After the ball had changed 
hands several times, Medicine secur- 
ed possession of it, and gained their 
Vards on a nice end run. On their 
first down Upham kicked and Fer- 
guson was forced to rouge. Score now 
3 — 0 for Medicine. Fox kicked to Up- 
ham, and ho ran It back B yards. On 
their first down Greenwood went 
through for a nice gain. Medicine 
gained their yards, and on their' next 
down Tuohy attempted to kick a 
field goal, but missed. Chantai tackled 
Ferguson for another point. Science 
lost the ball-on Interference, and on 
Medicines' first down Greenwood gain- 
ed '12 yards. Pitts went through for 
10 yards more, but was hurt; he re- 
sumed play a few minutes later. On 
Medicines' next down, Corrigan'broke 
away and secured a try, wjilch Tuohy 
converted, making a total of ten 
points for Medicine. Fox hurt his 
ankle, but was all right In a short 
time. Quarter time was called Just af 
ter Tuohy converted. The rooters at 
this stage of the game were making 
considerable noise, especially the Medi- 
cine supporters. 

Second Quarter: Fox kicked, and 
Upham fumbled the ball; Science first 
down about mld-fleld. Science lost 
the ball on an offside, and Upham in 
turn fumbled the ball on an attempt 
ed end run. Fox then kicked for 
Science, and Lee made a nice tackle 
of Upham. Lee' was playing a great 
game for Science,- and he seemed to 
be the only Science man who could 
get down under Fox's kicks. Medicine 
lost the ball on offside, then stole 
the ball on Science's first down, but 
Immediately lost It on interference. 
Greenwood gained possession of a 
fumbled ball. Science got the ball on 
an offside, and gained their yards, 
Fox then kicked Into touch.

CHOOSING A DEPARTMENT, 



If a canvass could be made of all Freshmen and Sophomores 
who have determined either their choice of a department in Junior 
year, or the nature of their life's occupation, the results would in- 
dicate that a large number have as yet made no decision. 

The individual who goes through college without having deter- 
mined the work for which his talents and inclination peculiarly fit 
him has failed to grasp the greater opportunity afforded him by 
early specialization. There are many reasons for this lack of de- 
cision. But if the college student is not yet a man, it is certain that 
he is no longer a boy. That his choice is not made early means that he 
will lack the concentrated preparation which will enable him to pay 
his debt to society in the most expedient way. 

Great advantages entail responsibilities. College men as a 
class must supply the brains of the nation and regulate the trend-of 
national conditions and policies for the greatest good of the greatest 
number. But never bofore in the history of the nation has the need 
for college men been greater than now. The task of these men af- 
ter the war is to remodel the autocratic nations, to reconstruct the 
democratic nations. lie must consummate the supreme task of pre- 
venting future issues between autocracy and democracy. But he 
must think before he can act. 

For those who have found difficulty in making a decision the 
University has inaugurated the system of advisors, because in its ex- 
perience it has found that the undergraduate frequently realizes his 
sore need of friendly and reliable counsel. It may be that a con 
sultatiou with his advisor will enable a first year student to deter 
mine which studies will best fit him to render the nation the most 
efficient and valuable service-Adapted from the " Princetonian. "

That their only remaining son, 
Major Harold Archibald Scott. Bci. 
•18, of a Canadian Mounted Rifles 
Battalion, was killed in action on Oc- 
tober 26, was the official word re- 
ceived last week by Mr. and Mrs. 
Archibald Scott, 174 Powell avenue, 
Ottawa. 

Major Scott was attending McGill 
when war broke out, and not long 
afterwards returned to Ottawa, and 
there took out a commission in the 
8th Canadian Mounted Rifles. After 
completing his third year in Science, 
ho qualified as a lieutenant, and after 
training with his unit at Ottawa, and 
at Uarrlefleld Camp, went overseas in 
October, 1916. 

It was not long before he was pro- 
moted to a captain and a few months 
ago his superior officers, recognising 
his qualifications as a soldier and 
leader, promoted him to the rank of 
major. He came through some very 
hard flghtingi and was only wound- 
ed once, but has been in the trenches 
almost continuously for nearly two 
years. 

In June last, before receiving his 
present rank, the following wag sent 
his commanding officer^after he had 
led his company and reHeJld a- severe 
German attack: 

"Please convey to Captain Scott 
and the patrol of the my appre- 
ciation of their action, which showed 
enterprise and determination. ^ 
(Sgd.) 'Major General Commanding". 

Major Scott was a popular officer 
of the Princess Louise Dragoon 
Guards previous to the outbreak of 
war.

REV. W. G. WALTON ADDRESSES 

"SING." 

Las» night, at the Sing. I n StniLli- 
cona Hall, the pleasure was given of 
hearing Rev. W. p. Walton, who for 
'iô y oars has been a missionary to the 
Indians and Esquimaux on tho Ens' 
Coast of Hudson Bay. Mr. Walton 
stated that owing to his limited time 
he would deal only with his work 
among the Esquimaux. 

The Esquimaux, he explained, tra- 
vel In winter, because they travel by 
dog-teams, whllo the. Indians travel 
in summer, becuuso they travel by 
canoe. Tho Esquimaux lives in s 
snow house, which looks liko a lemon 
cut in two, and the two halves placed 
side by side, and which Is made or 
snow. Mr. Walton explained that ev- 
ery opportunity for teaching them 
must bo taken, and many hardships 
had to bo undergone. It Is impossible 
for air to como into some houses be- 
causo of the thin layer of Ice over 
the Inner surface, which has formed 
by the molting of the snow and. then 
tho freezing of It when tho people went 
out. • 

Tho Esquimaux are raw meat cat- 
ers- because it Is impossible for them 
lo be anything else, as 'it would bo 
impossible to make a fire In the snow 
houses In which they live. Tho only 
light they have Is obtained by taking 
a little stone pot of oil and using moss 
as wick. An Esquimaux can come up 
on a seal without practically any 
noise, and .this helps him In hunting 
because he can get up so close to a 
seal In order to harpoon it. 

The life of the Esquimaux Is inter- 
esting because he Is of, a Jolly nature, 
and is bright and cheerful even when 
he 'Is facing starvation. Modes of 
thanking you is an example of the dif- 
ferent natures of the Indian and Es- 
quimaux: Esquimaux says "Chee — e," I 
while the Indian makes a noise which i 
would. almost resemble a growl. Es- 
quimaux are very fond of singing, 
and it was by this means. Mr. Walton 
stated, that he gained their friend- 
ship at first. The language of the 
Esquimaux or Huskies, as they are 
called. Is a guttural language! and Is 
very trying on the voice. 

Mr. Walton said that missionary 
work was a reality in which he firm- 
ly believed because ho had Seen re- ! 
suits. Last »\prll he had 6B0 Esqui- • 
maux who came to hear the teaohîng 
of God, some of them coming 800 ; 
mllïs. He went on to say there was 1 
nq sacrifice because there was no 
time to -think of It. Cannibalism, mur-

life. Perhaps that is the best way of 
all of showing our gratitude feu them 
Nothing more need be said on that 
point. The building is there, fully 
equipped for service In Its own- sphere, 
and- every student 43 free to use It to 
his heart's content. 

Financial Contribution, 

Another way by which we can help 
if we are earnestly appreciative, is by 
contributing to the financial needs ot 
the work. No institution of the na- 
ture of Strathcona Hall, which alms 
to be of service to its constituency, Is 
self supporting^ The services which 
it Is privileged to render to College 
life mean a considerable financial out- 
lay. Much of that Is met by the ren 
tal from rooms, which more than pay 
for themselves. More Is met by the 
generosity of good friends outside the 
University. But besides these sources 
of Income, which, meet by far the 
greater portion of the cost, tStrathcona 
Hall depends to a certain extent upon 
the good will of the students, who once 
a year are g'ven the opportunity of 
contributing voluntarily to the work. 
That opportunity presents Itself to 
the student body this jveek. Some 
time during the next three days each 
student will be approached In that 
connection, and all that Is asked Is 
that the work of Strathcona Hall be 
taken on Its merits, and the aPPeal met 
accordingly. And please note that the 
appeal Is for the local budget, Includ- 
ing the overseas work In Boulogne, but 
not including the Foreign Mission 
budget, which will be dealt with sep- 
arately. Let It be clearly understood, 
however, that the inability to contri- 
bute nor even the refusal, to contri- 
bute, bars no one from the full, use 
of the building with all Its privileges. 
The hospitality of Strathcona Hall 
cannot bo bought. It Is freely extend- 
ed to all who come. 

Naed for Voluntary Workers. 

Yet another way In which we can 
discharge our Indebtedness, and show 
our appreciation Is by offering our 
services toward the successful carry- 
ing on of the work. Again, no Insti- 
tution of the nature of Strathcona 
Hall can "carry on" without the as- 
sistance of many voluntary workers. 
There are Cabinet meetings and Com- 
mittee meetings, which call Into play 
the varied gifts of various men. All 
of this work requires time and care- 
ful thought, and calls for not a little 
real sacrifice of, time and energy. The 
response to the call for such volun- 
tary workers has been most gratify- 
ing, and after all, perhaps that is the 
greatest service we can render to 
such Institutions, for without volun- 
tary workers the various activities 
could not be carried on. And surely 
such service Is worth while, and not 
without its reflex blessing upon our 
own lives. Service and sacrifice are 
the order of the day In the large» 
field of life, and we can train our- 
selves for the larger demands by re- 
sponding cheerfully to the lesser. The 
man who puts most into life is the 
man who gets the most out of life, so 
If we wish to receive the fullest bene- 
fits from such Institutions around the 
University, let us give more of our- 
selves to them, as long as such par- 
ticipation does not seriously Interfere 
with the main Issues of University 
life. 

The Aim of the Association. 

The foregoing are the principal 
ways In which we may help such In- 
stitutions as Strathcona Hall, and In 
general they answer our question as 
to how best to meet our obligations 
regarding such College activities. And 
now the question may be raised as 
to why we should encourage and as- 
sist this work by patronage, by finan- 
cial contributions, and by voluntary 
service. The answer to this latter 
question Is because Strathcona Hall 
Is doing Its utmost to meet two out- 
standing needs of_Çollege life, namely, 
the Social and the Spiritual. 

There are In general four sides to 
the life of every normal man or wo- 
man. There are the Intellectual, the 
Physical, the Social and the Religious 
or Spiritual, and the well balanced 
life Is the one In which all of these 
phases or departments .are equally 
well developed.' The development of 
the first of thpse constitutes the main 
Issue of a University course, although 
by no means the only Issue. Mere 
Intellectuallsm apart from the others, 
would be a sorry failure. The second 
of these Is extremely Important, and 
its development Is the business of the 
various athletic organizations In the 
University. To the development of 
these Strathcona Hall does not ore- 
tend to minister directly for obvious 
reasons. About the other two we are 
deeply concerned, and to them the 
student Y.M.CA. would aspire to 
minister. 

Social Side or Student Life. 

The . development of the Social side 
of student llfo is very important, ^and 
is deserving of more careful thought 
than it is receiving. The University 
as such, strictly speaking, does not 
pretend to meet this necd, v arid here, 
in McQHl, Strathcona Hall shares with 
"The Union" the privilege, of min- 
istering to this side _of student devel- 
opment. Not every. University Is so 
well equipped to 'meet 4 the needs of 
the soclai life of Its men and. .women. 
We are extremely fortunate 1 In that 
score. Such gatherings as the Fresh- 
men's Receptions, the "Conversats.," 
Thanksgiving Dinners, Skating Par- 
ties, etc, do much to add a., little 
color to. student Hfe ; and 'to brighten 
It up for us generally. Such func- 
tions are rocreatlve In the truest sense, 
and add greatly to the real spirit' of 
Collège life. Many a person looks 
back to,, some of these events . as the 



only real bright spots In an other- 
wise monotonous and sombre College 
career. A distinct need is being met 
nere by Strathcona Hail and The Mc- 
(£41 Union, and these Institutions de- 
serve our loyal support on that score 
alone, apart from any other. It Is 
worthy or note that all these social 
functions are carried out without any 
charge whatsoever to any who come 
to participate In them. Strathcona 
Hall considers it a privilege thus to 
contribute to the social life of our 
University, 

Raligioua Sida of Stuoent Lifa. 

And finally, there is the Religious 
or Spiritual development of student 
life. After all that constitutes tho 
main object of Strathcona Hall, and 
our existence as a College Young 
Men's Christian Association is justi- 
fied only in so far as that develop- 
ment is being ministered to, and as 
the claims ot Jesus Christ our Mas- 
ter are presented to the men and wo- 
men of our University. This pre- 
eminently important woric Strathcona 
shares with the Young Women's 
Christian Association of the Royal 
Victoria, College. The method of work 
is quiet and unassuming- Bible, and 
Mission study classes are, conducted 
during the greater Part of the term. 
Song garvlces, accompanied by , in- 
spirational talks, ui- v. regular, part of 
our programme. Sometimes men of 
outstanding ability arc secured to de- 
liver messages to students, and even 
to conduct 'a series of meetings. Many 
of us remember the messages which 
stirred us deeply during the visit of 
Dr. John R. Mott to our University. 
These and similar Unes of work are 
an Important part o' the Association's 
programme, i Hut in no sense does 
Strathcona Hall presume to replace 
the. Church In the life of the Individ- 
ual student. A concerted . effort Is 
made to link up each student with 
the Church of his own doacalnatlon. 
In ways such as these the Associa- 
tion tries to contribute something to 
the development of the Spiritual or 
Christian llfo of our University. 

The bpst way of all to accomplish 
anything along the lines Christian 
development in the, lives of others is 
to set them an example of unselfish 
Christian service and behaviour. Ser- 
vice is the dominant, note In Christ's 
teachings. The Christian standard is 
the Association's standard, even, 
though Imperfectly lived up to. How* 
uver, It tries to render unselfish ser- 
vice to our fellows, and its efforts are 
not In vain. The writer well remem- 
bers a real service rendered him by 
the men who made Strathcona Hall 
what It is. Eleven years ago' I chanc- 
ed to meet a Third Year Science man 
who resided In the Hall, and who was 
one of the directors. He was on his 
vacation away up in Western Ontario. 
On learning that I was to enter Mc- 
OiU the next autumn, and knowing 
that I was a stranger to«>Iontreal and 
College life, he gave me his address, 
"Strathcona Hall," with directions to 
let him know when I would arrive, 
and he would mèet me. I did so, and 
he made good his promise and met 
the boat on which I arrived late one 
night somewhere "down In Griff Intown.
